a road commissioner for the North end of town and a 
road commissioner for the South end of town. 


Art. 3. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for support of high 
school, janitor, fuel and teaching.

To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in control of the 
White Pine Blister Rust in accordance with Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 32, Secs. 53-58. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the treasurer to deduct an amount not exceeding thirty- 
three and one-third per cent of the amount of each 
order drawn by said town in favor of each resident and 
non-resident-tax payer of said town and apply same to 
the payment of tax both current and past, except taxes 
on real estate for prior years due said town from said 

tax payer until tax is fully paid. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to sell any and all tax deeds or liens held 
by the town which in their judgment is for the best 
interest of the town and to execute quit-claim deeds 
for such property. 


Art: 19. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
State and State aid roads.

Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of four hundred twenty-eight 
dollars ($428.00) for the maintenance of the improved 
sections of third class roads or to be used in construc- 
tion with the State apportionment for the construction 
of third class roads.

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location and erection of an area high school and to re- 
port its findings and recommendations to the town 
at such time as the town may direct.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


I herein submit. a brief report of service rendered the 
town of Cornish by the York County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association for the period beginning January 
1,:1946 to December 31, 1946. 


During 1946, 153 students and adults were given 
tuberculin tests. Four had re-X-rays. Nine positive re- 
actors will be X-rayed in February, 1947 at the State 
Diagnostic Clinic to be held in Sanford. Positive reac- 
tors are followed up by the nurse. They often lead to un- 
known cases of active tuberculosis that were the source 
of infection. Active TB found early is quickly cured. 
The funds received from. the sale of the Tuberculosis 
Christmas Seals are helping to carry on the extensive 
work in case finding which is now in progress. The 
education of pupils and parents as to the importance of 
this dread disease, and the methods of its prevention, 
- detection and cure is extremely valuable to the indi- 
vidual welfare of both children and adults. No case 
finding program in the schools would be complete with- 
out including all school personnel. Movie films on TB 
and Cancer control were shown to school faculty and 
students. | 


Various health education material, including facts 
about TB and good health practices have been given to 
the school. 

Annual health inspections completed in all grades. 
No. pupils inspected, 124 
No. pupils with no dental defects, 39 
No. pupils with the following defects:

Several special inspections in school because of skin 
and other communicable diseases. 

Vision and hearing tests given to all school children. 
Fifty-one students in high school and grades 5, 6, 7 and 
8, were given hearing tests with the Audiometer loaned 


_ to us by the Maine Public Health Association. Six stu- 


dents were found to have from 6% to 18% hearing loss. 
Recommendations for correction were advised. 

Three immunization clinics were held. in the school 
building in April, May and June. 

Immunizing was done by Dr. Sawyer. 

24 children were given smallpox vaccinations. 
25 children were given diphtheria toxoid. 
7 children had perdipigen (whooping cough vac- 
cine and diptheria toxoid comb.) 

Dr. Sawyer gave nose and throat examinations to all 
students with questionable throats. 

Six recommendations for tonsil and adenoid opera- 
tions. 

Many home calls made regarding throat operations, 
vision and dental corrections for school children. Hos- 
pital and home nursing care and transportation given 
to several children who had T. & A. operations. 

Sincere thanks to the Superintendant of Schools and 
Dr. Sawyer, Health Officer, also the teachers who have 
been very generous with their time and efforts in 
assisting with the health program. A word of apprecia- 
tion to the town officers, local Red Cross, parents and 
students.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Cornish: 


I am pleased to submit for your consideration my 
annual report as superintendent of your schools. 


We were very fortunate this year in being able to 
retain our teachers. Though working under the handi- 
caps of two grades to a teacher our elementary teachers 
are constantly laboring to improve the educational - 
offering to the future voters of our town. In last year’s 
report the need for a reorganization in the high school 
section of our schools was called to your attention. The 
present arrangement calls for a teacher to be able to 
teach in three to four curriculum divisions with the 
result that our children do not get the quality of in- 
struction which our teachers know they deserve. Our 
high school teachers are doing, and will continue to do, 
the best job they possibly can do under these handi- 
caps. If we wish to improve these conditions, I believe 
that we must join with other nearby towns and pool our 
money and teaching resources in order to give our 
children the type of high school education that other 
Maine communities are giving theirs; otherwise the 
children of Cornish are handicapped when they com-— 
pete in life’s competition with those children who have 
graduated from the larger schools. In a recent survey of 
the five towns of this school union that border Cornish, 
I found that there were 333 children in grades 7-12 in- 
clusive. Obviously a combined 6 year junior-senior high 
school of this size could provide the types and variety 
of courses of study which our children need. It also 
would make possible instruction under teachers who 
could teach in the field of their special abilities and 
training. 
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In view of the fact that empowering legislation is 
being considered by the legislature, I recommend that 
the people of Cornish give serious thought to appoint- 
ing a committee authorized to work out, with other 
nearby and interested towns, a solution to this problem. 
This committee could then report its reeommendations 

to the town for such action as the people of Cornish 
~ may wish to take. : 

Such a committee could not commit the town to this 
arrangement without approval by the townspeople in 
town meeting. 

This war has shown us what is physically possible is 
financially possible. This area high school will become 
possible only when the people of the towns concerned 
become so desirous of improving these conditions that 
they are willing to work unceasingly for the construc- 
tion of such a school. 

Miss Villa E. Hayden, elementary supervisor of the 
State Department of Education, visited our schools and 
held profitable, individual conferences with each teach- 
er concerning methods of improving the instructional. 
methods used in elementary reading, music and art. 

Improvements in the Home Economics room include 
an electric refrigerator for the preservation of food 
used in the lunch program and the foods program in the 
Home Economics course. 

Under the direction of Mrs. Fessenden, the school 
lunch program continues to repeat its previous suc- | 
cesses. Through the cooperation of the women of the 
Farm Bureau, one extra helper is made available each 
day. This gives the students and teachers more time 
for -Home Economics. 

Among the repairs needed for the coming year are: 
repair roof of the new annex and roof of the main build- 
- ing, inspection and repairs on the boilers, painting and 
puttying of the windows throughout the building as 
well as a complete painting of the exterior of the build- 
ing. 
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In order that the repair program may be put on a 
rotating schedule and even the financial strain on the 
town, I recommend that serious consideration be given 
to starting a program of painting one room a year with 
a light-reflecting non-glare paint. This is based upon the 
recommendation of a lighting engineer from the Central 
Maine Power Company who recently made a free survey 
of the building. 


The gymnasium needs further repairs. The floor is 
settling and is becoming loosened. The present condition 
suggests that some of the timbers are in need of re- 
placement and repair and that an additional floor should 
be placed under the present top floor to provide addition- 
al thickness for a more secure nailing. 


To meet the requirements of salary raises made to 
hold our teachers and the impending state legislation 
to raise teachers’ salaries throughout the state, your 
superintending school committee requests the follow- 
- ing appropriations for the coming year:

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


I herein submit a brief report of service rendered the 
town of Cornish by the York County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association for the period beginning January 
1, 1947 to December 31, 1947. 


With Tuberculosis Prevention and case finding being 
an important part of our Health Program, we cooperated 
with the State Bureau of Health and Welfare in conduct- 
ing a county Tuberculosis survey. 134 pupils were given 
Tuberculin Patch tests. 10 reactors found. The reactors 
and all school personnel had chest x-rays at the State 
Diagnostic Clinics held in Sanford and Biddeford. 


The clinic cases recommended for re-x-rays every two, 
three to six months were taken to Hebron Sanatorium 


for x-rays and physical examinations were made by Dr. 
Adams. 


The control of Tuberculosis has three major objec- 
tives: 

Isolation of active cases 

Finding early infection 

Rehabilitation of arrested cases 


Movie films, “Mass Radiography” and “They Do Come 
Back” were shown to all students and teachers. A num- 
ber of posters and pamphlets on Health Education were 
distributed to the school. 


The School Health program has been carried on 
throughout the year. The annual weighing and measur- 
ing all pupils, the Snellen test for vision, for hearing— 
the whisper test used in testing first four grades, and 
Audiometer tests for upper grades and High School. 
General inspection includes careful examination of teeth, 
throat, skin, hair, posture and special attention to those 
who are overweight or underweight.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Cornish: 


I am pleased to submit for your consideration. my 
annual report as superintendent of your schools. 


There were two changes in the faculty of the Cornish 
School this past year. Mrs. Benson, teacher of the fifth 
and sixth grades, resigned because of poor health and 
Mrs. Fessenden, teacher of Home Economics, resigned 
to enter the employ of a well known foods concern in 
Portland. 


The need of a boys’ coach and science teacher on the 
High School faculty coupled with the desire to give our 
children the advantages of the six year Junior-Senior 
High School persuaded your superintending school com- 
mittee to re-organize the Cornish School into two divi- 
sions: an elementary division consisting of grades one 
to six inclusive and a junior-senior high school division 
consisting of grades seven to twelve inclusive. 


Miss Pease was transferred from teacher of the seventh 
and eighth grades to teacher of grades five and six. 
Grades five and six remained in their former location in 
the annex. Grades three and four, with Mrs. Sanborn 
as teacher, were moved from the second floor to the room 
formerly occupied on the ground floor by grades seven 
and eight. Grades one and two, with Mrs. Randall as 
teacher, continued to occupy the room assigned to them 
through the last few years. 


In the junior-senior high school many changes were 
made. The seventh and eighth grades were moved up- 
stairs to the room vacated by grades three and four. 
This re-location not only placed these grades near the 
science laboratory but brought them into closer contact 
with the high school activities. 
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In order to secure the maximum use of the educational 
background of the available teachers the following as- 
signments were made: | 

Raymond Ayer, Principal and teacher of Social Studies 
and languages. 

Frances Piper, teacher of English. 

Kera Chaplin, teacher of Mathematics. . 

Stephen A. Mathe, Boys’ Coach and teacher of Science. 

Dorothy L. Locke, teacher of Home Economics and 
supervisor of School Lunch. 

For our boys’ coach and science teacher we were 
fortunate in securing the services of Stephen A. Mathe of 
Syracuse, New York. A graduate of Springfield College 
with a Major in Physical Education and a Minor in 
Science coupled with experience as physical education 
worker in the Army Air Forces, Mr. Mathe has had an 
excellent preparation for his present position. 

Two new additions to the high school offering, were 
biology and an integrated and well balanced course in 
World History in place of Ancient History and Modern 
History which were offered’ as two separate courses. 
Increasing emphasis is being placed upon laboratory 
work in science courses by student pairs. This improve- 
ment in science work is being made possible by beginning 
a long range program of modernization of the laboratory 
and providing the needed supplies and equipment. Gas 
outlets have been provided on the science table for 
operating the more efficient Bunsen burners in place of 
the obsolete alcohol lamp. Alternating current outlets 
and one polarized plug have been provided to make it 
possible to conduct experiments using electricity. An 
hot water tap was located on the science table to make 
it easier to clean the equipment that should be cleaned 
with water. Two microscopes and eight dissection sets 
were added for biology instruction. 

In the Home Economics laboratory, three important 
and beneficial changes were made. An agreement was 
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signed with the Westinghouse Electric Corporation 
whereby they agreed to supply the Home Economics 
laboratory with a new standard model electric stove, 
each' year for five years in return for a total payment of 
fifty percent of the first stove installed and the re-posses- 
sion of the previous. years model. At the end of the 
fifth year, the model then being used in the laboratory 
becomes the permanent possession of the town at no 
additional cost. The electric stove, already in the labora- 
tory was sold at a favorable price to the Cornish & 
Kezar Falls Light & Power Company and credited to- 
wards the cost of the new stove so that the new stove 
cost the town less than fifty dollars more than the value 
of the old stove. From the non-foods assistance funds 
of the federal lunch program money was made available 
to purchase a gas stove. Wendell Tripp furnished the 
stove and made the installation of it and a gas supply at 
a price very favorable to the town. This gas supply is 
also piped to the science laboratory. The refrigerator 
was re-located so that a preparation table could be 
placed between the electric stove and the gas stove. 
The refrigerator is equal distance from both stoves. 
This makes it possible to have a compact cooking layout 
which saves many steps, yet provides sufficient room 
to move around. 


A program has been started to introduce a more ob- 
jective type of testing and examination in the high 
school subjects. A comparison of a student’s work with 
that done by his fellow student in the same class during 
the same year combined with a teacher’s judgment is 
usually found to be a more reliable method of arriving 
at subject matter grades than by using any one of these 
methods alone. As a result of a study made by a com- 
mittee of teachers from the Teachers’ Club of this school 
Union and modified by the Cornish teachers, new report 
cards were introduced this fall. The principal rea- 
son for the change was to better inform the parents 
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about each child’s progress, his needs and difficulties in 
order that the parents, teachers and children might 
better co-operate in’ helping each child receive a better 
education. The teachers will welcome Se a for 
the improvement of these cards. 

The Cornish School is fortunate in being scheduled for 
a visit from Miss Zelda Gordon, State Supervisor of 
Elementary Education, during the weeks of March 22 
and April 2. Miss Gordon formerly taught social 
studies in the Public Schools of Winchester, Massachu- 
setts. We hope to receive valuable help in revising our 
present social studies curriculum in the elementary 
grades. 

Archie Evans represented the: Cornish Area High 
School Committee on an inspection trip through the 
Kennebunk High School last fall. The trip to the school 
was made in company with representatives from Bald- 
win; #idiram)); Parsonsfeld, » Porter.jiand..Sebago.~ -The 
party rode in the latest model of a Reo Safety School 
Bus. The Athletic field, the Industrial Arts shops, the 
Home Economics and Physical Science laboratories and 
the gymnasium seemed to be most interesting. 


A program of painting each room and the adjoining 
hall was begun last summer. The primary room for grades 
one and two was painted in light reflecting but non- 
glare colors. The walls were painted a soft green which 
blends well with the cream colored trim and a soft white 
ceiling. The amount of natural light made available for 
the children’s reading is very noticeable when it is com- 
pared with the much duller finish in the other rooms. 
Urgently needed shelves and bulletin board space were 
provided, not only in this room but in the other two 
elementary school rooms. 

Upon recommendation of the fire chief, new linen hose 
was installed on the water hydrants on the first and 
second floor. Two repairs were made to stop the damage 
done by leaks. The roof on the annex was treated to 
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seal it. Louvres were installed in the belfry to prevent 
the snow and rain from beating in and damaging the 
plaster on the walls and ceilings. All plaster needed re- 
pairing was patched. 


A separate electrical circuit was run from the science 
laboratory to the main switch to avoid blowing out fuses 
on light circuits by inexperienced experimenters in elec- 
tricity. 

A major item in the school repair program was the 
renovation of the Cornish Gymnasium. Following the 
plans and recommendations of a licensed structural 
engineer, the ceiling, walls, bleachers and roof were 
strengthened and plumbed to make a safe and usable 
basketball hall. It was found that the removal of the 
second floor was permitting the walls of the main build- 
ing to bulge under the weight of the roof and the sagging 
ceiling. This condition was corrected by cutting through 
the outside sheathing in order to bolt four by six timbers 
on those already there. Bridge type trusses were erected 
to bear on the top of these two bolted together four by 
six timbers. The trusses were constructed of heavy tim- 
ber, large supporting iron rods bolted into heavy steel 
plates. The sagging ceiling was jacked up and bolted 
to these trusses so that there was a two inch camber in 
the ceiling as a factor of safety. The erection of these 
trusses brought both main walls into plumb. The roof 
over the bleachers was strengthened by doubling the 
number of rafters and studding and placing cross ties 
between each rafter and the main wall. The timbers 
under the floor and the bleachers were given additional 
support by installing concrete footings and additional 
bridging. One-third of the under flooring was replaced 
with hemlock boards of the proper length and nailed to 
timbers which were footed into the main timbers to 
prevent the floor from rising and falling every time a 
player runs or jumps on it. 
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The bleachers were supported on trusses which trans- 
mit the weight to the floor timbers. This corrected the 
dangerous condition caused when the weight of the 
people and the bleachers were resting on the lean-to 
walls; which resulted in pulling the roof of the lean-to 
away from the main wall. The bleacher housing was 
sheathed inside with insulating board. The damaged 
shingles on the outside were replaced. The floor was 
buffed, sealed and finished with a water-proof. non-skid 
finish. The exit doors were re-arranged to swing out- 
ward to comply with the State Fire Regulations. It 
was necessary to construct new steps for these exits 
to replace the broken and rotten steps found there. 

The repair budget requested for the coming year in- 
cludes the cost of the telephone, the overdraft for the 
last year and an amount for the routine and unexpected 
repairs. 

The dormer on the south-east end of the building 
should be shingled without delay if it is desired to pre- 
vent damage to the walls and ceilings of the newly 
painted primary room. The chimney should be repaired 
and pointed up. A competent mason estimated that it 
would require a sizeable quantity of brick. 

The foundatign should be patched and pointed to keep 
it plumb and to make it air tight. The heating plant 
should be surveyed without delay. Though the steam 
boilers have received large amounts of boiler seal, they 
still show a tendency to leak. It is reported to me that 
the radiators in the hallways at the entrances on each 
end of the building cannot be used because they will 
freeze. The radiation in the annex is not sufficient to 
keep this room comfortably warm on cold days. A 
competent heating engineer could survey the plant and 
tell us what should. be done to not only make the present 
plant do a satisfactory job, but he could help us to get the 
necessary (miormauon ready if the ‘present boilers 
should cease working. Such an event usually happens 
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during cold weather because that is when the boilers 
are under the greatest strain. If these boilers should 
require replacement it is estimated that it would take 
at least a week or ten days to place the plant in operation 
again. An engineer’s survey would give the town the 
list of items to be secured and the specifications for 
competitive bidding. Check bids could be secured and 
plans made for immediate replacement in the event the 
need arises. 


Two additional drinking fountains should be installed. 
At the present time two drinking fountains are serving 
150 children. If it is desired to continue the plan of 
rotating repairs so as to even the financial strain on the 
town, the adjacent hall and room for grades three and 
four should be repainted in a soft light reflecting paint. 
Ten chairs should be purchased for the primary room. 
Ten combination movable desks and chairs should be 
bought for distribution in the elementary and high school 
erades.
